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Scholarships  continue  to  cause  controversy

“I  just  don’t  think  it’s  fair!”  is 
something  said  by  some  students 
concerning  the  differences  be¬ 
tween  academic  and  athletic 
scholarships.  As  most  students 
know,  there  are  some  contrasts 
between  the  two  forms  of  aid. 

What  has  angered  many  Trus¬ 
tee  scholars  is  the  idea  that  an 
athlete’s  scholarship  value  can 
increase  with  improved  perform¬ 
ance,  yet  a  Trustee  scholar  can 
never  go  up  to  the  next  level  of 
percentage  even  if  he  maintains 
the  GPA  needed  for  that  level. 

Some  students  feel  that  it  re¬ 
quires  just  as  much  time  and 
devotion  to  keep  up  a  GPA  as  it 
does  to  stay  competitive  at  a  sport. 
“If  people  on  academic  scholar¬ 
ships  do  betterthan  expected  then 
their  scholarship  should  go  up; 


they  have  to  work  hard  just  like 
an  athlete,”  stated  Anwar 
Muhammad,  Trustee  scholar 
and  athlete.  So  why  are  the 
policies  different? 

“I  think  that  the  school’s 
policy  is  based  on  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  you  can’t  increase  your 
I.Q.  in  college  like  your  per¬ 
formance  could  improve  in  a 
sport,”  stated  freshman  Heidi 
Jugovic. 

According  to  David  Hoover, 
Director  of  Financial  Aid,  “You 
are  expected  to  perform  well  at 
the  college  level  so  we  can’t  in¬ 
crease  (academic)  scholarships 
when  a  student  does  well  in  a 
class.” 

Also,  SJC  grants  many  more 
academic  scholarships  than  ath¬ 
letic  ones,  and  usually  the  aver¬ 
age  academic  scholarship  is 


greater  in  value  than  the  average 
athletic  scholarship.  “All  sports, 
with  the  exception  of  basket¬ 
ball,  distribute  their  available 
athletic  scholarship  money  over 
many  athletes,  so  the  scholar¬ 
ships  are  not  usually  very  large,” 
Hoover  stated. 

A  big  misconception  that 
some  students  may  have  is  that 
academic  scholarships  do  not 
increase  in  value.  “Current 
Trustee  A  (75%  of  tuition),  B 
(50%  of  tuition),  and  C  (25%  of 
tuition)  scholarships  are  based 
on  a  percentage  of  tuition  and  do 
rise  as  tuition  rises-  so  recipients 
do  get  more  academic  money 
each  year,”  stated  President 
Albert  Shannon. 

Another  reason  why  Trustee 
scholars  cannot  go  up  a  level  in

New  forms  of  security 
sought  by  SJC  officials

The  concern  for  secu¬ 
rity  has  prompted  the  investiga¬ 
tion  into  possible  ways  such  as 
the  double  key  system  and  the 
electronic  card-key  system  to 
improve  safety  on  campus. 

The  double  key  system 
is  “not  a  good  solution  because 
it  is  a  mechanical  system  that 
will  wear  down  the  lock  mecha¬ 
nisms.  The  electronic  card-key 
system  is  what  we  are  pursu¬ 
ing,”  said  Vice  President  for 
Student  Affairs  Bill  Maniscalco. 

With  the  electronic 
card-key  system,  a  student’ s  ID 
will  be  swiped  through  a  sensor 
(like  the  one  in  the  cafeteria) 
which  will  allow  access  into  the 
dorms  and  eventually  other 
buidings  on  campus.  Every¬ 
thing  on  campus  will  be  hooked 
up  to  a  central  computer  center. 

According  to  Manis¬ 


calco  this  system  will  “allow 
students,  with  a  moment’s  no¬ 
tice,  to  have  greater  freedom  to 
get  into  the  buildings.” 

The  implementation  of 
better  security  is  right  now 
being  directed  to  the  women’s 
dorms,  but  if  this  tentative 
system  does  go  through,  it  will 
be  for  both  the  men  and 
women’s  dorms. 

“We're  worried  about 
ladies’  dorms  first,  but  what  we 
do  with  the  ladies’s  dorms  we 
will  do  for  the  men’s  dorms. 
No  one  can  assume  that  be¬ 
cause  they  are  men  they  don’t 
have  problems  with  people 
causing  damage — there  is  a 
safety  hazard  for  men  as  well 
as  women,”  said  Ernest  Wat¬ 
son,  Head  of  Campus  Security . 

Maniscalco  agrees, 
“Men  have  to  become  aware  of

Out  of  Class  tackles  serious  issue

Every  semester,  Channel 
6,  the  SJC  television  channel, 
airs  an  episode  of  the  ongoing 
sitcom  called  “Out  of  Class.” 
The  show  was  created  in  1986 
by  Saint  Joseph’s  students. 
These  students  had  attended  a 
program  called  Media  Work¬ 
shop  over  the  summer  on  the 
UCLA  campus. 

Professor  Fred  Berger  con¬ 
ducts  the  workshop  every 
summer  at  UCLA  in 
Westwood,  CA.  Approxi¬ 
mately  600-800  students  from 
various  parts  of  the  United 
States  attend  the  workshop. 
Saint  Joseph’s  students,  usu¬ 
ally  2-8,  have  been  attending 
every  year  since  1986.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Berger,  “After  re¬ 
turning  from  the  workshop, 
they  wanted  to  apply  what 
they  had  learned,  so  they 
started  a  production  company 
at  Saint  Joseph’s.”  They 


named  the  production  com¬ 
pany  Westwood  Productions . 
This  production  company  is 
responsible  for  producing 
“Out  of  Class.”  The  continu¬ 
ing  overall  theme  of  the  show 
is  life  on  a  college  campus. 
The  characters  involved  in 
the  show  change  due  to  the 
coming  and  going  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  actors. 

The  students  are  in  charge 
of  casting,  writing  and  pro¬ 
ducing  the  script.  Berger  di¬ 
rects  and  edits  the  episodes 
but  leaves  all  the  decision 
making  to  the  students.  The 
plots  range  from  lighthearted 
escapades  to  more  serious 
issues.  This  semester  the  epi¬ 
sode’s  plot  concerns  a  cur¬ 
rent  issue,  stalking. 

Last  year  the  crew  filmed 
an  episode  on  location  in 
Colorado.  Other  plots  that 
have  been  covered  include: 
four  freshmen  locked  in  a  li¬ 


brary  on  Halloween,  rape,  and 
drug  abuse.  The  students 
involved  with  the  production 
are  enrolled  in  a  class  called 
Hollywood  Workshop.  The 
needs  for  production  of  “Out 
of  Class”  are  supplied  through 
the  class.  Although,  if  the  stu¬ 
dents  choose  to  film  in  a  dif¬ 
ferent  location,  they  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  expense. 

The  production  company 
consists  of  Scott  Brinkman, 
Sara  Burman,  Lisa  Curley, 
Michelle  Eberle,  Jimmy  Lane, 
Holly  Rosencrantz,  Merrill 
Ruggaber  and  Amy  Skaggs. 
The  cast  members  for  this 
episode  include  April  Arm¬ 
strong,  Dr.  David  Chattin, 
Brian  Corrigan,  Brian  Guerre, 
Cheryl  Kelly ,  Mary  Kilmurry. 
Josh  Northup  and  Mike  Tack¬ 
ett. 

The  episode  airs  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  Dec.  1  and  will  be  shown 
more  then  once.

“Saint  Joseph’ s  College 
is  an  independent,  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic,  primarily  undergraduate 
college  for  men  and  women, 
committed  to  excellence  and 
quality...”  This  is  the  opening 
statement  of  the  Statement  of 
Mission  located  at  the  front  of 
the  catalogue.  This  statement 
expresses  the  basic  mission  of 
Saint  Joe’s.  What  makes  Saint 
Joe’s  competitive? 

“I  wouldn’t  sell  you  a 
convertible  if  you  asked  for  a 
truck.  And  I  wouldn’t  sell  you  a 
truck  if  you  wanted  a  convert¬ 
ible,”  commented  Dr.  Albert 
Shannon.  “It’s  the  same  with 
colleges,  not  every  school  is  for 
everyone.”  Dr.  Shannon  stated 
that,  in  order  to  remain  competi¬ 
tive,  Saint  Joe’ s  has  to  keep  up  in 
many  areas,  such  as  academics 
and  environment.  “But  most  of 
all,  we  have  to  know  who  we 
are,”  Dr.  Shannon  explained. 


“Who  we  are  is  a  small,  Catho¬ 
lic,  liberal  arts,  co-educational, 
service  oriented  institution.” 

Dr.  James  Britt,  Vice- 
President  in  charge  of  Institu¬ 
tional  Advancement  and  Mar¬ 
keting,  echoed  many  of  Dr.  Shan¬ 
non’ s  comments  on  staying  com¬ 
petitive.  Dr.  Britt  went  on  to  say 
that  Saint  Joe’s  Core  curriculum 
and  the  liberal  arts  education 
also  help  to  make  Saint  Joe’s 
very  competitive.  “The  liberal 
arts  curriculum  is  really  picking 
up  popularity,”  stated  Dr.  Britt. 

David  Hoover,  Finan¬ 
cial  Aid  Director,  stated  that,  as 
far  as  financial  aid  is  concerned, 
our  main  competition  is  state 
schools.  Saint  Joe’s  has  been 
successful  at  keeping  its  tuition 
at  a  median  level  in  comparison 
with  other  private  schools.  The 
two  main  forms  of  financial  aid 
that  a  student  can  receive  from  a 
school  are  academic  scholarships 
and  need  based  aid. 


Lou  Levy,  Director  of 
Admissions,  stated  that  Saint 
Joe’s  is  very  competitive  and  is 
working  on  becoming  more  so 
for  future  classes.  Saint  Joe’s 
admissions  department  has  be¬ 
gun  to  work  very  closely  with 
the  Alumni  Office  in  order  to  get 
the  alumni  to  do  more  recruiting. 
“The  biggest  advantage  is  also 
the  biggest  disadvantage.  That 
is.  Saint  Joe’s  students  are  usu¬ 
ally  very  loyal,  so  many  people 
want  to  help.  The  problem  with 
this  is  that  it  can  be  difficult  to 
coordinate  that  many  people,” 
commented  Levy. 

“The  Core  program  is 
the  biggest  competitor  academi¬ 
cally  here  at  Saint  Joe’s,”  stated 
Dr.Bemard  Parker,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  in  charge  of  Academic 
Affairs,  “Many  parents  who  have 
already  been  on  the  work  place 
see  what  general  education  has 
done  for  them  and  want  that  for 
their  children.”

threats  to  themselves  and  their 
property.” 

However,  there  are 
mixed  feelings  about  the  increase 
of  security  on  campus. 

“Right  now  I  feel  safe.  I 
haven’t  had  any  problems,”  said 
Freshman  Jenn  Mantz. 

“Most  men  are  more 
hesitant  to  promote  a  new  secu¬ 
rity  system  because  it  will  re¬ 
strict  their  freedom,”  said  SA 
President  Brett  Byers. 

Sophomore  Kristen 
Lentych  said,  “I  think  that  if 
security  spent  less  time  ticket¬ 
ing  us  and  spent  more  time  get¬ 
ting  over  to  Justin  when  two  cars 
full  of  scary  men  are  driving 
around  the  building  at  midnight, 
then  I  could  say  they  were  doing 
a  good  job.” 

“I  do  believe  that  the 
card-key  system  would  be  bene¬ 
ficial,  but  I  don’t  know  where 
the  money  would  come  from.  I 
think  that  it  could  be  spent  in 
other  areas.  I  have  always  felt 
safe  here;  but,  in  the  case  of  a  fire 


alarm  for  example,  security 
needs  to  be  much,  much  faster,” 
said  Senior  Tracie  Barton. 

Freshman  Darren 
Barker  said,  “The  card-key  sys¬ 
tem  is  not  a  good  idea.  A  better 
idea  would  be  to  lock  the  doors 
after  a  certain  hour  and  just  give 
the  residents  a  key  to  get  in.” 

“I  think  the  card-key 
system  will  work  because  total 
strangers  that  are  being  let  in  by 
students  won  ’  t  be  able  to  get  in,” 
said  Freshman  Tish  McCuin. 

The  search  for  better  se¬ 
curity  is  continuing.  According 
to  Maniscalco,  this  is  the  first 
year  of  a  three  year  process. 

“The  College  does  not 
want  to  jump  into  something 
that  won’t  work.  We  want  to  do 
the  right  thing  for  our  safety,” 
said  Watson. 

According  to  Byers,  it 
is  questionable  how  the  students 
feel  about  the  proposed  security 
system  and  the  school  does  not 
want  to  put  money  into  a  system 
that  the  students  don’t  really 


want. 

“The  Student  Life  Com¬ 
mittee  is  still  thinking  of  plau¬ 
sible  ways  of  security.  Some¬ 
thing  will  be  done — some  new 
policy  will  be  implemented, 
we're  just  not  sure  what  yet,” 
said  Senior  Jenn  Allgeyer, 
member  of  the  Student  Life 
Committee. 

“Students  should  under¬ 
stand  that  we’re  not  doing  this  to 
hinder  their  mobility,  but  to  help 
their  mobility.  Many  schools 
have  instituted  the  double-key 
system  or  the  card-key  system. 
Students  must  help  with  safety,” 
said  Watson. 

Byers  said,  “The  pro¬ 
posed  system  is  well  worth  it. 
You  can’t  have  too  much  secu¬ 
rity  as  long  as  it  doesn’t  violate 
students’  freedom.” 

“I'm  not  sure  if  this  sys¬ 
tem  is  the  perfect  system  or  if  a 
perfect  system  is  available,  but 
we  need  to  do  more  for  our  stu¬ 
dents — what  they  demand  and 
deserve,”  said  Maniscalco. 


Students  participate  in  Model  UN

On  Nov.  3-5,  a  group 
of  Saint  Joseph's  College 
students  and  a  faculty  mem¬ 
ber  attended  the  Model 
United  Nations  Security 
Council  conference  at  Butler 
University.  The  event  was 
sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Indiana  Consortium  for  In¬ 
ternational  Programs  and 
Butler  University  in  Indian¬ 
apolis  and  included  students 
from  twelve  colleges  and 
universities. 

Student  participants 
from  Saint  Joe's  included 
Mike  Tackett  and  Jeff  Coan 
representing  the  United 
States;  Emily  Karol  and  Brian 
Zimmer  representing  the 
Czech  Republic;  and  Barbara 
Hollkamp  and  Eric 
McKeown  representing  the 
east  African  country  of 
Djibouti.  The  students  were 
accompanied  by  Political 
Science  professor  Jennifer 
Abbassi. 

The  conference  chal¬ 
lenged  participants  to  act  "in 
character"  based  on  real-life 
United  Nations  procedures 
while  debating  a  number  of 


topics  of  international  im¬ 
portance.  These  topics  in¬ 
cluded  Haiti,  Bosnia,  and 
North  Korea.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  was  organized  into  three 
separate  Security  Councils 
which  ran  simultaneously. 

Research  by  the  dele¬ 
gates  from  Saint  Joe's  began 
in  early  October,  when  stu¬ 
dents  met  weekly  to  share 
the  fruits  of  their  research. 
This  proved  to  be  a  good 
strategy  which,  when  com¬ 
bined  with  the  consistent 
dedication  of  the  students, 
resulted  in  numerous  awards 
from  the  Conference  organ¬ 
izers.  Jeff  Coan  and  Mike 
Tackett  won  third  place  for 
Best  Delegation;  Eric 
McKeown  won  third  place 
for  Best  Delegate;  and  Brian 
Zimmer  won  the  Best  Dele¬ 
gate  award. 

There  was  unani¬ 
mous  agreement  that  the 
Conference  was  a  worth¬ 
while  experience.  Future 
Conferences  will  be  an¬ 
nounced  to  all  students;  those 
who  are  willing  to  take  up 
the  challenge  are  encouraged 
to  participate.

scholars  cannot  go  up  a  level  in 
scholarship  percentage  is  the  fact 
that  “the  cost  to  the  institution 
would  be  extraordinary,”  said 
Hoover.  The  percentage  system 
now  “has  proven  to  be  an  ex¬ 
pense  that  the  College  cannot 
afford,”  stated  Shannon.  Be¬ 
cause  of  this,  “academic  schol¬ 
ars  are  now  recruited  with  no 
promise  of  the  scholarship  aid 
increasing,”  added  Shannon. 

“SJC  also  tries  to  keep  all  of 
its  scholarship  policies  competi¬ 
tive  with  other  schools,”  stated 
Shannon.  “Our  merit  based  aca¬ 
demic  scholarships  are  far  more 
generous  than  our  average  com¬ 
petitive  school,”  added  Shan¬ 
non.  Therefore,  the  same  com¬ 
mitment  should  be  made  for 


SJC’s  athletic  programs.  “We 
want  each  sport  to  have  roughly 
the  same  amount  of  scholarship 
equivalencies  as  do  their  oppo¬ 
nents  on  the  courts,  fields,  tracks, 
etc.,”  said  Shannon.  “Person¬ 
ally,  I  do  not  want  to  field  a  team 
that  has  not  had  the  same  recruit¬ 
ing  advantages  as  their  oppo¬ 
nents.  Therefore,  we  must,  from 
time  to  time,  increase  some 
dollars  to  athletics,”  stated  Shan¬ 
non. 

However,  some  students  still 
feel  that  the  school’s  policy  is 
unfair.  “Isn’t  the  whole  purpose 
of  college  to  get  an  education?. .  .It 
seems  as  if  Saint  Joe's  is  putting 
more  emphasis  on  athletics  than 
on  academics !”  concluded  fresh¬ 
man  Sandy  Price.

Accord¬ 
ing  to  these  students,  the  benefits  of 
taking  art  classes  can  be  seen  in  their 
daily  lives. 

Mangiaforte  claims  that 
taking  an  art  class  has,  “boosted  my 
self-confidence.  I  feel  that  I  can  do 
anything  because  I  have  proved  to 
myself  that  I  can  do  art,  and  I  didn’t 
think  I  could.” 

Another  art  student  stated 
that,  “I’ve  learned  many  techniques 
that  I’ ve  honestly  used  in  my  day-to- 
day  life.”

She  also  stated  that  all  of 
the  students  she  knew  who  were 
interested  in  art  had  transferred  to 
another  school  where  they  could 
select  art  as  their  major. 

Although  these  attempts 
to  expand  the  influence  of  the  art 
department  are  important  and  bene¬ 
ficial  to  everyone  on  campus,  more 
improvements  are  needed  to  attract 
students  to  the  department. 

Monfort  suggested  more 
inclusion  of  art  in  the  Core  curricu¬ 
lum  and  improvements  in  the  facili¬ 
ties  available  to  art  and  theatre  stu¬ 
dents. 

Mangiarforte  suggested 
more  supplies  and  a  bigger  budget 
as  a  means  to  improve  the  art  de¬ 
partment  and  to  boost  student  inter¬ 
est  in  taking  art  classes.  Panozzo 
added  that,  “I  think  more  students 
would  take  art  if  they  knew  they 
could  have  fun  with  it.  And  they 
can.

“We 
lost  a  lot  of  close  games  this 
year.  Those  types  of  games 
are  hard  to  swallow.  I  wasn’t 
expecting  those  injuries  to 
key  players.  When  we  lost 
key  games  our  defense  and 
passing  just  wasn’t  up  topar,” 
commented  Deno. 

Overall,  the  team  has 
plenty  of  talent  and  desire  to 


win.  At  times,  the  consistency 
needed  to  have  a  winning  sea¬ 
son  was  not  present  for  two 
reasons:  injuries  and  players 
making  transitions  to  other  po¬ 
sitions.  For  example,  Carolyn 
Johnson  normally  plays  as  a 
middlehitter  but  she  had  to 
change  roles  to  benefit  the 
team.  When  a  player  changes 
positions,  the  entire  team  has 
to  adjust  to  their  style  of  play. 
“Carolyn  battled  with  the  op¬ 
ponent  and  has  developed  her 
strength.  She  is  now  one  of  our 
stronger  players,”  remarked 
Deno. 

"We  have  to  work  extremely 
hard  in  the  off  season.  I  think 
we  need  to  be  in  better  shape. 
I  want  to  graduate  next  year 
with  a  conference  ring.  We’ve 
worked  too  hard  and  have  too 
much  talent,”  concluded 
Smith.

They  are  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Robb  Thiel,  who  also 
is  the  director  of  the  college 
band.  The  squad  is  coached 
by  fellow  cheerleader.

This  is  her  second  year  serv¬ 
ing  as  captain  of  the  Saint 
Joseph's  cheerleading  squad. 


She  is  extremely  excited 
about  the  size  of  the  squad, 
as  opposed  to  last  year's 
cheerleading  squad,  but  still 
has  hopes  to  build  it  even 
more. 

Freshman  Rachel  Call  has 
been  cheering  since  Third 
grade.  Like  Klott,  she  also 
expressed  her  interest  in  ex¬ 
panding  the  team.  Call  also 
stated  that  she  “hopes  to  build 
it  up  to  the  same  quality  that 
[she]  had  on  her  high  school 
squad.” 

Call  is  a  little  disappointed 
in  the  support  she  and  the 
other  cheerleaders  have  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  fans  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  and  looks  forward 
to  getting  them  more  in¬ 
volved. 

Julie  Lanoue,  also  a  Fresh¬ 
man,  stated  that  before  enter¬ 
ing  Saint  Joseph’s,  she  al¬ 
ready  had  a  preconceived 


idea  about  what  her  experi¬ 
ence  on  the  cheerleading  squad 
would  entail. 

She  explained  that  her  fam¬ 
ily  has  been  attending  Puma 
football  games  for  many  years 
and,  upon  hearing  that  she  was 
planning  to  cheer,  they 
laughed.  Her  family  had  al¬ 
ways  thought  the  Saint  Joseph 
College  cheerleading  squad 
was  “a  joke,”  according  to 
Lanoue. 

She  quickly  learned  that  the 
squad  is  actually  very  serious 
and  that  the  members  are  ex¬ 
tremely  talented  and  work  very 
hard.  Lanoue  commented, 
“We  have  a  lot  of  talent — we 
just  need  to  grow  together  as  a 
team.”  / 

The  girls  have  been  putting 
a  great  amount  of  effort  into 
expanding  and  improving  their 
team.  Each  of  the  cheerlead¬ 
ers  has  brought  cheers  from 


her  old  school  and  taught  them 
to  the  entire  squad. 

They  are  also  sharing  then- 
own  experiences  with  each 
other  in  hopes  of  becoming  a 
unified  and  polished  squad. 

Later  in  the  year  during  the 
basketball  season,  the  girls 
have  planned  a  cheerleading 
clinic.  This  clinic  would  be 
for  the  benefit  of  grade  school- 
aged  boys  and  girls  from  this 
area  and  would  raise  funds 
for  the  expenses  of  a  growing 
squad. 

So  far  this  year,  the  cheer¬ 
leaders'  fund  raising  projects 
have  included  raffling  off  the 
game  ball  during  Homecom¬ 
ing.  The  squad  was  able  to 
raise  about  $200  from  the 
raffle.  The  girls  plan  to  use 
the  money  to  buy  things  such 
as  pom-poms  and  mega¬ 
phones. 

One  addition  Klott  would 


like  to  make  to  this  squad  is 
the  inclusion  of  males.  She 
explained,  “Since  we  are  start¬ 
ing  to  mount  and  get  into 
more  advanced  stunts,  we 
need  experienced  men  to  help 
us.”  There  has  been  interest 
shown  by  some  male  Pumas, 
but  not  enough  yet. 

There  are,  however,  a 
few  drawbacks  to  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  cheerleading 
squad.  The  most  obvious  is 
the  lack  of  uniforms. 

Klott  stated  that  since  the 
team  doubled  in  number,  there 
were  not  enough  uniforms  for 
all  of  the  girls.  For  football 
season,  the  squad  had  to  pur¬ 
chase  warm-up  suits  and  T- 
shirts  on  their  own. 

The  cheerleaders  have 
ordered  outfits,  and  their 
brand  new  uniforms  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  arrive  in  time  for 
the  basketball  season.

truth...." 

”4)  To  instill  in  its  stu¬ 
dents  an  understanding  of  the 
relationship  between  human 
freedom  and  economic  free¬ 
dom,  a  philosophy  derived 
from  human  nature,  free  will 
and  our  ultimate  duty  to  the 
Creator...." 

"5)  To  serve  with  equal¬ 
ity  a  diverse  student  body 
composed  of  students  of  all 
races,  creeds  and  socio-eco¬ 
nomic  backgrounds  who  have 
an  aptitude  and  desire  to  learn” 
(SJC  Catalog  1991-1992,7)." 

Expressing  the  attitude 
“screw  you”  is  a  clear  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  mission  of  this  (or 
any  other)  school.  A  student 
who  has  an  “aptitude  and  de¬ 
sire  to  learn”  is  open  to  ideas 
and  is  willing  to  express  them 
in  an  intellectual  discourse 
with  others. 

In  this  discourse,  the  stu¬ 
dent  treats  the  other  with  re¬ 
spect  and  equality.  The  stu¬ 


dent  engaged  in  DIALOGUE 
attempts,  through  discussion 
and  argument,  to  learn  from 
others. 

I  have  experienced 
this  learning  process.  Just  last 
week  in  Literary  Criticism,  a 
student  asked  aquestion  about 
an  approach  to  understanding 
a  work  of  art;  the  STUDENTS, 
not  the  professor,  gave  pos¬ 
sible  answers. 

Many  of  the  students  dis¬ 
agreed  and  said  so.  A  won¬ 
derful  learning  experience 
took  place.  Each  of  us  lis¬ 
tened  to  the  other’s  interpre¬ 
tation  and  were  thus  made 
aware  of  the  flaws  and  weak¬ 
nesses  in  our  own  ideas. 

We  shared  and  thus 
learned  from  each  other.  This 
is  what  every  class  and  every 
Core  discussion  should  be  like 
-  a  free  and  open  expression 
of  ideas  where  all  view  points 
are  heard  and  contemplated. 

If  you  came  to  college 
with  your  vaVies  and  preju¬ 
dices  firmly  h  tact,  get  out 
now.  Education  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  is  not  about  saying 
“screw  you”  -  it  is  about  shar¬ 
ing  and  discussing. 

If  you  do  not  think  the 
opinions  of  others  are  worthy 
of  being  expressed,  drop  out 
now.  Save  ycur  parents’  and 
the  taxpayers’  money. ...I 
could  use  your  financial  aid 
dollars. 

Anyone  tan  say  “screw 
you”  -  few  caii  engage  in  in¬ 
tellectual  thought.  Hopefully, 
the  majority  of  us  are  more 
intelligent  and  articulate  than 
to  just  say  “screw  you”  to 
someone  who  holds  a  differ¬ 
ent  opinion  than  our  own. 


Last  Saturday,  along  with 
three  other  students  and  Sr. 
Linda  Kors,  I  volunteered  my 
time  at  Sarah's  Circle,  a  drop- 
in  shelter  for  homeless  and  low 
income  women  in  uptown  Chi¬ 
cago. 

It  was  not  my  first  visit  to 
the  shelter,  yet  this  visit  ef¬ 
fected  me  in  a  way  that  has 
never  happened  before. 

We  arrived,  greeted  the 
women,  and  began  to  prepare 
their  afternoon  meal.  They 
shared  with  us  some  of  their 
hardships  and  they  laughed 
with  us  about  the  lighter  side  of 
life. 

In  previous  visits,  like  this 
one,  I  have  always  enjoyed  the 
interaction  with  the  women.  I 
would  sit  down,  drink  coffee, 
and  I  would  listen.  I  would  cry 
with  them  as  they  remembered 
tales  of  abuse  and  hunger.  I 
would  smile  and  encourage 
them  as  they  told  me  about 
their  plans  and  hopes  for  the 
future. 

Saturday  afternoon,  as  the 
women  began  to  line  up  for 
lunch,  one  of  them  thanked  us 
for  having  lunch  ready  on 
time.We  just  smiled  and  said 
there  was  no  need  to  thank  us 
for  we  were  happy  to  do  it. 

Later  I  could  not  get  her 
words  out  of  my  head.  It  wasn't 
until  I  got  home  that  I  realized 
why.  If  I  knew  that  my  only 
meal  of  the  day  was  going  to  be 


at  2:30  p.m.,  then  I  would 
want  it  at  that  time.  They 
weren’t  being  demanding, 
they  were  hungry.  Hungry 
in  a  way  that  most  of  us  will 
never  know. 

As  the  shelter  was  clos¬ 
ing  for  the  afternoon,  we 
cleaned  up  and  said  goodbye 
to  the  women  as  they  were 
leaving.  The  last  woman  to 
leave  the  shelter  thanked  me 
for  listening  to  her  as  she 
walked  out  the  door. 

I  should  have  thanked 
her.  As  I  looked  into  her 
swollen  eyes  and  weathered 
face,  her  eyes  held  a  glint  of 
hope  that  is  so  rare  to  find  in 
anyone. 

That  hope  in  her  eyes 
reminded  me  that  all  is  not 
lost,  someday  we  will  find  a 
solution  to  the  problems  of 
homelessness  and  abuse  oth¬ 
ers  that  rob  people  of  their 
dignity. 

In  Core  9  lecture  last 
week,  Prof.  Susan  Chattin 
reminded  us  that  we  can't  sit 
back  and  blame  God  for  what 
has  happened  in  the  world. 
We  must  look  inside  our¬ 
selves  and  figure  out  what 
we  can  do  to  prevent  pov¬ 
erty,  starvation,  and  abuse 
from  happening  in  our  world. 

I  want  to  thank  the 
women  of  Sarah's  Circle  for 
their  hope,  their  inspiration 
and  their  courage.
